Nf'w York. July 2 .— W hile the rec­ 
ord of deaths and prostrations greatly 
exceeded that of Tuesday there w as a 
distinct dlmunition W ednesday of the 
tem perature prevailing throughout, the 
E astern section 
of the country. 
Al­ 
though th# midday 
heat w as ev ery ­ 
where terrific, it w as broken by scat­ 
tered thunderstorm s, m any ot a very 
violent character and towards even ­ 
ing the tem perature fell rapidly until 
normal 
sum m er 
conditions 
w ere 
reached. 
In N ew York 
the highest 
tem perature recorded w as 95, one de­ 
gree 
lower than 
that, of 
T uesday. 
Philadelphia reported a slightly high­ 
er m axim um range and in other cities 
the highest point of Tuesday w as not 
touched, 
while everyw h ere 
a 
sharp 
fall w as noticed, beginning early in 
the afternoon. 
As usual the m axim um official tem ­ 
perature was everyw h ere exceeded by 
that prevailing in the crowded streets 
w here 
the 
actual tem perature 
fre­ 
quently exceeded IOO degrees. 
The cum ulative effect 
of the con­ 
tinued torridity 
of these 
days w as 
painfully evident in the enorm ous in­ 
crease In the 
num ber of 
deaths in 
N ew York. 
W hile the death roll of 
T uesday was only twenty-six, that of 
W ed n esd ay reached the appalling to­ 
tal of seventy-five, being nearly half 
of those prostrated. 
T his w as alm ost entirely due to the 
collapse of young children and aged 
persons w hose exh au sted vitality w as 
unequal to the strain of further suf­ 
fering. 


Conditions Were Terrifying.

vacant place that prom ised a breath 
of air, the conditions that confronted 
the people of Y ow York W ednesday 
m orning 
w ere terrifying. 
T he 
sun 
arose in 
a cloud less sky 
and hour 
after hour the heat 
grew m ore and 
m ore intense. 
E very am bulance w as 
kept busy and by noon the hospitals 
w ere crowded with sufferers. 
At 3 p. rn. ca m e the long prayed for 
relief when a terrific thunderstorm and 
a deluge of rain burst over Brooklyn 
and the low er part of M anhattan and 
sections of N ew Jersey. 
In Brooklyn 
two men w ere struck by lightning and 
seriously hurt and in Jersey City one 
man 
w a s 
killed. 
W hile the 
storm 
lasted only a few m inutes and left the 
upper part of the city untouched, the 
relief w as in stantaneous 
and from 
then the m ercury fell steadily and a 
cool breeze springing up after sun­ 
down, gave assu ran ces of a com fort­ 
able night. 
Even the seashore 
resorts in th e 
vicinity of N ew York did not escap e 
the heat and m any 
prostrations oc­ 
curred 
am ong 
th e 
thousands Ifcthat 
flocked to Coney Island 
and other 
b each es on the Bong Island shore. 
Am ong the d istressin g in cid en ts of 
the day w as the killing of her infant 
In Brooklyn by a young w om an who 
w a s suddenly driven in sane by the 
heat. 
She stabbed the child to death 
and then m ade a vain attem pt on her 
ow n life. 
Several of the deaths report od were 
those of persons w ho had fallen, while 
asleep, from fire esca p es w here they

< hatincey M. Depew, who, when ex 
I am I tied by Superintendent of Insur­ 
ance Hendricks, said that he did not 
idvlse the Equitable loan of $250,000 to 
I the Improvement company, heads the 
list of those who signed as stockhold­ 
ers the certificate of consent to the 
mortgage filed In the county clerk’s 
] die** of Erie county on Jan. 17, 1808. 
Mr. Depew’s name appears also at the 
bead of the signatures to annual re­ 
ports of the Improvement company. 
The h istory of tills company is one 
of financial deals arising from tile 
I iverrnplt UUation and efforts of a few 
Insiders to unload at the expense of 
friends and cred u lou s business men. 
Some of the most prominent residents 
,f Buffalo w ere caught in the game. 
The Depew im provem ent company 
was organized In 1892 with a capital 
af $1,50o,Oui), 
it bought a large tract 
if land, since called Depew, 
about 
tw elve m iles east of Buffalo. 
The 
prime movers In the di al were the late 
W alter S. W ebb and Charles A. Could 
of New York and John A. Spoor of Chi­ 
cago. 
They had the controlling stock, 
and the remainder of it w as sold to 
leading 
bu dm ss 
men 
of 
Buffalo. 
Among them were John L. W illiam s, 
John J. Albright, who becam e presi­ 
dent of the company and who w as re­ 
cently mimed by the Ryan trustees of 
the Equitable as director In that socie­ 
ty for the policy holders; tin* late Eras­ 
mus G. Warren, Iii ary W, B <x, George 
Urban, Jr., Jam es A. Roberts, Charles 
E. Clark and William ii. Orcutt. 
Iii iv.*7. when the Improvement com­ 
pany had been reduced by the hard 
times of the early nineties to severe 
(•traits, W ebb figured out a plan of un­ 
loading the stock. 
New blood w as in­ 
jected into tin* concern. 
A thousand 
shares of stock were sold to Depew, 
1,333 to II. Mc Iv. Twom lily, 2,000 to 
John .Taco!) Astor, 1,547 to AV. Seward 
Webb. 
Gould reduced his holdings to 
1,05b shares. $ po* r to Git* and II. W el­ 
ter Webb to 1,114. 
Harriman & Co. 
had 200 shares and the Depew Improve­ 
ment company 390. 
No sooner had these New York fiuan- 
clers bi cli brought Int*) the deal than 
the Depew Improvement company de­ 
cided to borrow a sum not exceeding 
$300,1*00. Tin* certificate of consent filed 
in tho county clerk’s odic** at Buffalo 
reads as follows; 
“W e stoekh >lders do hereby consent 
that the company may borrow money 
not to exceed $300,000 at G per cent 
and may issue therefor its bonds, prom­ 
issory notes or other evidence of debt, 
and that it may secure said loan by 
mortgaging Its real property, together 
with the improvements thereon.”
